One of the most largely attended 
funerals in Gettysburg in recent years 
was that Sunday afternoon of Earl W. 
Stallsmith, prominent young business­ 
man, whose sudden death last Thurs­ 
day morning came as a distinct shock 
to the community. 
It was estimated 
that more than 1,000 persons were at 
Evergreen cemetery where interment 
was made. 
Services at the home of the young 
man’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. George 
W. Stallsmith, East Middle street, at 
3 o’clock, Sunday afternoon, were in 
charge of the Rev. Earl J. Bowman, 
pastor of St. James Lutheran church. 
The floral tributes were many and 
beautiful. 
Mpmbers of the Gettysburg fire 
company, the Majestic Club and the 
Albert J. Lentz post of the American 
Legion attended the services in a 
body. 
Bell Is Tolled 
Members of the Legion, in uniform, 
led the funeral procession from the 
Stallsmith home to Evergreen ceme­ 
tery. A color guard, firing squad and 
drum corps accompanied the Legion 
section. 
Members of the fire company and 
the Majestic Club preceded the funeral-' 
cortege, and formed a guard of honor 
through which the procession passed 
on its way to the grave. 
Muffled 
drums beat a slow march after the 
funeral party reached 
the 
burying 
grounds. 
The fire company bell was 
tolled from the time th* procession 
left the ^tallsmith residence until the 
close of the services at the grave. 
After the Rev. Mr. Bowman con­ 
cluded the church service at the grave, 
the Rev. W. C. Robinson, pastor of the 
Gettysburg Presbyterian church, and 
chaplain of the Albert J. Lentz post, 
and A. R. Jones, commander, conduct­ 
ed the Legiona’s service.

James Caldwell, Gettysburg, was the 
auctioneer. 
The price paid for the farms is re­ 
garded as less than their actual value,

been authorized to offer as much as 
$130,000. 
The proceeds of the sale will be used 
to fund the bonded indebtedness of the

machine. 
The aged man was thrown to the 
concrete highway, suffering a frac­ 
tured skull, and fractures of the right 
leg and left ami.

BLOSSOMS AND 
FRUIT ON TREEl 
t AT SAME TIME 


Apple Tree Is Found 
In Garden Of State 
% 
College Home. 


State College, Pa., Sept. 28.—An 
apple tree bearing both fruit, and blos­ 
soms at the same time attracted the 
attention of State College residents 
today. The tree is located on the gar­ 
den of H. N. Koch, local undertaker. 
On the same branch where the 
blossoms 
are 
located 
apples 
are 
dangling. 
The 
leaves 
in 
several 
places on the tree are stricken brown 
with fire blight. 
Paul 
Thayer, 
fruit 
extension 
specialist of the Pennsylvania State 
College, says that the phenomenon 
probably was due to a resumption of j 
growing conditions following the re­ 
cent rains. Before these rains the j 
drought had practically put a stop to 
the growing activity of the fru it1 
trees. 
According to Dr. S. W. Fletcher, 
head of the horticultural department 
at the college, the conditions which 
obtain during a protracted drought I 
approximate those of. the resting 
period in winter. The rains bring on ■ 
conditions similar to those of spring 
and the trees acts accordingly. 
Any­ 
thing which interferes with the mois­ 
ture supply of the tree, such as in­ 
sect and disease attacks, often 
em­ 
phasizes the enforced resting period.
